from His Majesty's principal secretary ol' statt- for foreign affairs, that His 
Majesty's government after causing official iiiquiricsto be made as to the 
authenticity of a letter which appeared in the public press tins morning and 
purporting to be written I«y the governor of Jamah a, and 
addressed to 


Admii-al Davis, commanding the United H«:ites squadron lately in Jamai- 
can waters. 


"Sir Edward Grey desires me to say that while lie is so far dependent 


on the press only for information in regard to this incident, he deeply re- 
grets if the published text proves correct, that a British oflicial should have 
addressed such a letter to the gallant Admiral who had rendered valuable 
assistance to British subjects at a time oi' great suffering and distress and 
that he is certain that his feeling of regret is shared by everyone in Great 
Britain.

New York, Jan. 22.—The mayor of 


Kingston, Jamaica, in his official ca- 
pacity, appealed to the generosity of 
the American people on behalf of the 
earthquake sufferers. In a cablegram 
directed to Mayor George B. McClel- 
Ian of this city, Mayor Tait of King- 
ston asked for money and building 
materials, which, he added, were ur- 
gently needed. 


Washington, Jan. 22. — Dispatches 


exchanged between the British secre- 
tary of state for war and the state de- 
partment, made public .here, wholly 
ignoring the letters which passed be- 
tween Admiral Davis and Governor 
Swettenham at Kingston, have had 
the effect of relieving the tensity of 
feeling which had existed since it be- 
came known that Admiral Davis re- 
turned to Guantanamo from Kingston 
with his ships, which had gone to aid 
the stricken people of Jamaica. 
The 


message from London is interpreted 
here as meaning that the British gov- 
ernment and people disavow the ac- 
tion of the governor of Jamaica in re- 
questing Admiral Davis to disembark 
his men. 


Secretary Root received the follow- 


ing from London: "Have read in 
newspapers what purports to be a iet- 
ter from governor of Jamaica. 
Can 


only say that on materials before me, 
I entertain, as responsible for troops 
in island, feeling of deep gratitude to 
Aemrican admiral for generous assist- 
ance tendered at most critical time. 
Haldane, secretary of state for war, 
London." To this the following reply 
was sent: "The president greatly ap- 
preciates your cordial telegram and is 
glad of the proximity of this country 
that has made it possible to be of the 
slightest assistance to the stricken 
people of Jamaica in this crisis. 
It 


we can render any further aid what- 
ever, the president earnestly hopes 
you will call on him without hesita- 
tion." 


Mayor to Admiral Davis. 


Kingston, Jamaica, Jan 22.—The in- 


dignation of the residents of Jamaica, 
both official and private citizens, at 
the action of Governor Swettenham in 
demanding the withdrawal by Admiral 
Davis of the relief forces, is spreading 
and intensifying. The governor's re- 
sponse to Admiral Davis' letter is bit- 
terly denounced, and it is generally 
declared that the only possible repara- 
tion is for the government to apolo- 
gize and recall Governor Swettenhara. 
Mayor Tait. upon the departure of 
Admiral Davis, voiced the sentiments 
of citizens in a letter to the admiral, 
caying: "In behalf of the mayor, the 
council and all citizens of the stricken 
city. I desire to express deep regret 
that any unpleasantness should have 
occurred causing \ou to withdraw the 
valuable assistance 
generously ren- 


dered to this country and my unfoi tu- 
nate fellow citizens 
Whatever has 


been the cause to induce >ou to decide 
to withdraw, we do not approve nor 
take part. We ask you not to with- 
draw and not to take offense at the 
conduct of one man."

ties. The Senate passed this bill last 
June, but because the operation of 
such a law might operate to interfere 
with the collection of campaign funds 
last fall it was pigeon holed in com- 
mittee. 
The President 
having re- 


newed his recommendation for such 
Tegislalion In his last message, it was 
decided to pass the bill. The meas- 
ure makes it unlawful for any 
na- 


tional bank or other corporation or- 
ganized by authority of any laws of 
Congress to 
contribute to political 


committees. 
It is also made unlaw- 


ful for any corporation whatever to 
make 
contributions in connection 


vith any election at which Presiden- 
tial or Vice Piesidential Electors or 
Representatives in Congress are to be 
voted for or any election by a State 
Legislature of a United States Sena-' 
tor.

*ter-» Mr. THlmaa- ttremwithdrew all- 
he had said in his "funny essay," and 
said it would not appear in the Record. 


In defining his position on 
the 


Brownsville affair Mr. Tillman said: 
"I knew that my attitude would dis- 
please my constituents. It would have 
been easy for me to have kept quiet, 
but, believing as I do that a great 
wrong has been done the innocent ne- 
groes, and that the president had 
again exhibited a willingness to over- 
ride law and usurp authority, I have 
in my feeble way tried to show why I 
joined his critics. ?.Ir Roosevelt has 
already rescinded one part of his or- 
der, and I warn my fellow senators on 
this side that they need not be sur- 
prised to find him a little later on 
modifying or changing his attitude in 
essential particulars on this question. 
I am prepared for anything he may 
4o and shall be surprised at nothing, 
for since his somersault on the court 
review feature of the rate bill he will 
be only too glad to seize the first op- 
portunity to placate the negro and re? 
sume his place as their idol. 


"Now 
a word about lynching. Have 


I ever advocated lynching at any tlm$ 
or at any place? I answer, on my 
honor, never. 
I have justified it for 


one crime and one only, and I have 
maintained that attitude for the laat 
14 years. As governor of South Caro- 
lina. 1 proclaimed that, although I had 
taken the oath of office to support th6 
law and enforce it, I would lead a mob 
to lynch any man, black or white, wh* 
had ravished any woman, black of 
white. This is my attitude, calmly 
and deliberately taken, and justified, 
by my conscience in the sight of God. 


"I do not know what the senator 


from Wisconsin would do under ~theB0 
circumstances; neither do I care, f 
have three daughters; 
so help Did 


God. 
I had rather find either one ot 


them killed by a tiger or by a bear and 
gather up her bones and bury tfce&i; 
conscious that she had died in tt» 
purity of her maidenhood, than have 
her crawl to me and tell me the horrid ~ 
story that she had lost the. iewel.ot 
her womanhood, or rather had been 
robbed of it. by a black fiend. What 
shall we do with a man who has out1 
bruted the brute and committed an 
act which is more cruel than death? 
Try him? Drag the victim in court; 
for she alone can furnish legal evl- 
flence, and make her testify to the 
fearful ordeal through which she haa 
parsed, undergoing a ppcond cruci- 
fixion? That is what the senator from 
Wisconsin says to do. and he is wel- 
come to all the honor he can get out 
of it. Our rule is to make the woman 
the witness, prosecutor, judge and 
jury,"

ment offered by Senator Blackburn, 
of Kentucky, the

and have printed testimony for the 
purpose of ascertaining ail the fads 
with reference to or connected with 
the affray at Brownsville. Texas, on

Said committee is authorized to send 
for persons and papers, to administer 
oaths, to sit during sessions or re- 
cess of the Senate, and, it" deemed ad-

Tn presenting his resolution

Two Kinds of Corn That 


Once Grew In Georgia

UDGE JOHN M. DOOLY of Geor- 


gia was noted for his wit and the 
ability of always having a better 


story ready than any "whopper'' he 
ini^'ht he told by a friend.

1818 was an exceptionally dry season 
in Georgia, ani corn did not mature 
tt all in many portions of the state. 


"I have got the corn. Judge Dooly, 


tbat will stand this drought or any 
other one," said Austin Edwards one 
day while they were discussing the 
poor crops. "I got it from a Tennes- 
see cattleman and planted a piece of 
it in my garden. It came up in about 
a week, and every stalk had sis largo 
ears, and hanging to tbe tassel was u 
nice little gourd full of shelled corn.

ever hear of anything like that?" 


The judge listened with great grav-

I was at court there 
last week and stayed with Tom. lie 
had just finished gathering in a piece 
of low swquip land which he cleared 
last year. Do you know it never rain- 
ed on that piece of laud at all. aud 
Tom didn't expect there was going to 
be any corn, so he turned his hogs in 
to eat up the dry stalks. The hogs did 
not come back as usual the next morn- 
jug, so he went to look after them. 
What was his surprise to find one of 
them with a large car of corn in her 
mouth. lie could not imagine where it 
came from, but on examination found 
that she had rooted it up from the foot 
of a dried cornstalk. 
He looked at 


other cornstalks and found that on the 
roots of all of them there were from 
five to ten large ears of corn. Then he 
had his field dug up and gathered the 
best crop he ever had." 


"Well, well!" said Austin. "That 


beats my corn. I must have some of 
that seed."—St. L,ouis Republic.

Cincinnati, Jan. 22.—The Ohio river 


reached a 65.2-foot stage here, at 
•which oolnt It -was stationary for a 
time and then began to recede. All 
indications point to a continuance 
Df the 
fall. 
By the end of 
the 


week it is thought the danger line will 
be passed on the way down, and some 
estimate of property losses will then 
be possible. At the present all that 
can be stated positively is the aggre- 
gate damage 'will run far into the hun- 
dreds of thousand of dollars, this be- 
ing distributed along several hundred 
miles of the river and its tributaries. 
The cold weather, which largely as- 
sisted in the ending of the high water, 
was the 
cause of much 
suffering 


among the thousands of homeless peo- 
ple whose homes were under wa^er or 
had been isolated by the rising waters. 
The work of rescue and relief went on 
steadily, and few were left to suffer. 
The greatest damage from this time 
on will come from possible wrecking 
ot buildings as the falling water pours 
through them. 


Situation at Louisville. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 22.—The worst 


seems to be over in the flood situation 
in Louisville and vicinity. Unless 
there should be a sudden resumption 
of general rains in the upper Ohio 
valley the river, according to the cal- 
culations of Weather Forecaster Walz, 
will come to a stand today and then 
slowly decline. While the 
waters 


spread farther out over low portions 
of the city, there were no casualties. 
The damage to property, already 
heavy, was further augmented. Only 
one railroad has as yet annulled all 
its trains, the others keeping up a 
weak and laggard service. 


Governor Harris' Action. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 22.—In response 


to an appeal from Manchester, O., for 
relief for the flood sufferers there, 
Governor Harris caused a carload of 
provisions to be shipped to that city. 
The governor acted upon his own au- 
thority in the matter and depends on 
the state emergency board, which will 
meet here today, to appropriate money 
to pay for the supplies. The rations 
forwarded will supply COO persons for 
five davs. 


Driven From Homes. 


Evansville, Ind., Jan. 22.—Under a 


elear sky the relief expedition out of 
this city, Newburg, Henderson, Owens- 
boro and Rockport rescued more than 
1,000 
families from flooded homes. 


Evansville ft housing more than 300 
destitute people and supplying many 
of them with food. The river is 10.4 
feet over the danger line. 


Terre Haute, lud., Jan 22 —With a 


roar which could be heard for miles 
the Wabash river levee opposite the 
Bouthern part of the city gave way. 
The water tore away 400 feet of th« 
embankment and a torrent poured 
into Taylorville, a suburb on the west 
side of the river. Thousands of dol- 
lars' worth of property will be dam- 
aged and between 300 and 4uO resi- 
dents of Ta\lorville were forced to 
abandon their homes.
